sent out to servicemen and their 
families, reviving the series in 
peacetime under the title "Dear 
Folks."

rope barrier and Nixon plunged 
into the crowd to shake hands. 


Meany said he asked dele-

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court af- 
firmed today a Carroll County 
Chancery Court ruling in a suit 
contesting a will because the 
parties who appealed failed to 
file a summary of the issues. 


Chief Justice Carleton Harris 


wrote the unanimous Supreme 
Court opinion upholding the rul- 
ing by Chancellor Ted. P. Cox- 
sey in a suit filed by John Don- 
ald Fry. Fry contended that he 
had been disinherited because 
his father, William W. Fry, suf- 
fered from an insane delusion 
toward the son. 


The record of the trial, in-

Meggessey was "mostly right" 
when he alleged that many, if 
not most, professional football 
players use drugs to increase 
their 
ability and ignore in- 


juries. 


"I've taken shots, or nove- 


caine injections, and I've taken 
pep pills, and so have a lot of 
other Lions and so do players 
on almost any team you'd care 
to name," Karras said. "It's a 
very common thing. Some play- 
ers take 'em (pep pills) by the 
handful before a ballgame." 


Karras said pep pills were as 


common as novocaine shots, 
which were taken to "play 
over" injuries. 


He recalled taking shots dur- 


ing much of the 1964 season to 
ignore a groin injury, and not 
sleeping "18 hours in a whole 
week for weeks" because of the 
pain after the shot wore off the 
reinjured muscle. 


While no one ever orders 


shots or pills, Karras said, 
pressure 
from 
coaches 
and 


teammates drives players to 
take them so as to perform 
when they are hurt. 


Karras said the use of drugs 


went "as far back as I can re- 
member," and said he had "to 
laugh at the clubs around the 
league who absolutely deny 
that this sort of thing exists." 


Karras played with the Lions 


from 1958 until his release this 
fall. 


"All the teams deny the exis- 


tence of pills in their training 
rooms, too, or they keep it 
hush-hush. It is stupid to deny

done more for athletics in the 
state than anything else," he 
said. The schools are classified 
by enrollment which means a 
Prescott or a Rison does not 
have to butt heads with a Fort 
Smith Northside or a Little Rock 
Central. 


"Three or four states will 


have only one classification," 
Burnett said. "We have five— 
AAAA, AAA, AA, A and B." 


In 1946, there were only 58 


registered officials in the state. 
Today, there are more than 
1,800.

he said. "We'd get a teacher or 
a student to work the clock. 
Now, you can go to Podunk and 
the officials will have polished 
shoes and be well groomed." 


The AAA is a parent organi- 


zation of the Arkansas Officials 
Association. Each year, the or- 
ganizations conduct clinics in 
various areas of the state to im- 
prove the officiating and inter- 
est new officials. 


Burnett says that he never 


saw a rule book during his 15 
years as coach at Joiner. 


"I'll bet there weren't 50 rule 


books in the state," he said. 
"Now, we make sure every 
coach has one." 


The AAA began in 1904 as the 


Arkansas State Athletic Asso- 
ciation of Schools and Colleges. 
The colleges and high schools 
split in 1912 and the Arkansas 
Athletic 
Association 
was 


formed. 


The first year, the AAA had 


seven members. Now, every 
public high school in the state 
is a member. 


During the early years, the 


annual state track meet was the 
big event. 


"The National Guard had a 


bag tent right there on what was 
Kavanaugh 
Field," 
Burnett 


said. "They lined off the field 
with string." 


Today, there are state track 


meets in each classification and 
on the junior high level. Instead 
of one state basketball tourna- 
ment, there are now 10 including 
two tournaments for girls. 


Burnett says the boys state 


tournaments in Little Rock last 
year dreW about 70,000 persons: 


Burnett says the AAA, a non- 


profit organization, exists pri- 
marily on funds from the state 
basketball tournaments, the all- 
star games and fees charged 
schools. 


He says that in 1956, that non- 


football schools paid the AAA 
10 cents for each student in the 
top six grades and that schools 
which participated in football 
paid 15 cents per student. He 
says the rates have gone to 25 
cents because the association 
has taken over all interscholastic 
activities. 


"The Arkansas School Board 


Association had more to do with 
that decision to expand than 
anyone else," Burnett 
said. 


"They felt like we had done a 
pretty good job of supervising 
athletics. They also found that 
participants in the FFA, band 
and other things missed more 
school than athletes did." 


The AAA rules require the 


sanction of extracurricular acti- 
vities 30 days before the event 
occurs, but the association has 
not strictly enforced the rule for 
two years while waiting for 
everyone involved—schools and 
sponsors of events that would 
involve school activities—to be- 
come acquainted with the pro- 
vision. 


The rule came up recently 


when school bands from various 
cities failed to obtain AAA sanc- 
tion to participate in a Christ- 
mas parade at Jacksonville. A 
school that participates in or 
hosts a nonsanctioned activity 
is automatically placed on pro- 
bation in that particular acti- 
vity. 


••We've been pretty leanient, 


but our executive committee 
game us an ultimatum this 
summer," Burnett said. "Evi- 
dently, it's a case of the people 
not knowing. After explaining 
the rules to them, they under- 
stand. 


"We tell them, 'we believe in 


home rule in your district,'"

peared in the September is- 
sue of Reader's Digest. Jean 
Carper reviewed this subject 
at s o m e length in a con- 
sumer's report. In short, 
these inflatable devices are 
able to r e d u c e only one 
thing—your pocketbook. The 
report points out that the 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion (FDA) did a study on 
prisoners and found that in- 
flatable shorts had no lasting 
effects in reducing waist or 
thigh measurements. In fact, 
the U.S. Postal Service has 
gotten some of these promo- 
tion schemes out of tiie mail. 


Weighted belts, inflatable 


clothing and effortless exer- 
cise have all proved to be 
ineffective in reducing body 
weight. Dr. Joseph Davis of 
the FDA says many of these 
devices are "pure junk." 


A lot of gimmicks that

Clenched black-power fists shot 
into the air and smiles broke 
out all over the room when 
black members of the House of 
Representatives 
announced 


they were calling a national 
black political convention. 


It will be a historic first, 


Never be- 
fore in the 352-year history of 
black America, slave or free, 
has there been such a con- 
vention. The Saturday night an- 
nouncement raised two ques- 
tions: 


—Would this turn out to be 


the first step toward formation 
of a national black political 
party? 


—Was the cooperation that 


has begun between mainstream 
black politicians and the black- 
nationalist community in the 
urban centers finally be extend- 
ed to a national level? 


The convening document spe- 


cifically included "the nation- 
alist community" in a group 
set up to meet before Christ- 
mas to work out convention 
mechanics.

The closing speeches, which 


stopped just short of calling for 
a black nation, seemed to con- 
trast sharply with those at the 
beginning, which dwelt on the 
need to build coalitions with 
other minorities, poor whites, 
women and the young. 


But a number of black politi- 


cal strategists who spent much 
of the two days locked in pri- 
vate debate, argued that the 
differences wer* more apparent 
than real. 


In his keynote address Rep. 


Louis Stokes, D-Ohio, spoke of 
colition politics: 


"We must create an all-out 


strategy to improve the quality 
of life for minorities wherever 
they may live," he said, adding 
that 
any 
"national 
black 


agenda" 
should 
provide 
"a 


united, single approach around 
the issues that bear upon black, 
brown, red, poor 
and dis- 


advantaged people in this coun- 
try." 


Similar themes were repeat- 


ed many times in workshops on 
health and housing, child care 
and political strategy. But oth- 
ers offered variations. 


"We must put the interests of 


our group before the interests 
of others," said Rep. William 
Clay, D-Mo. And Texas State 
Sen. 
Barbara 
Jordan, noting 


that -'the old coalitions began 
to fall apart in the 60s," said 
any new coalitions "will be dif- 
ferent in form, different

style, but will relate to us and 
our blackness."

William G. Milliken of Mich- 
igan, is "a strong voice in how 
the national campaign is run" 
next year, and two of the top 
jobs at the GOP national con- 
vention in San Diego. 


Dole said he will discuss 


those requests with Milliken 
early next month. But he said 
it is too early to start assigning 
specific roles, in the convention 
or the campaign. 


He said some of those deci- 


sions will be made by Nixon's 
campaign 
manager, 
presum- 


ably Atty. Gen. John N. Mit- 
chell. 


Republicans will govern 20 of 


the 50 states next year, and 
Milliken said they are in an 
ideal position to generate coop- 
eration of people and govern- 
ment to solve such problems as 
racism, crime and pollution. 


"To do this, we must have 


full participation in the 1972 
convention, in drafting of the 
platform, and in the campaign 
itself," Miiliken said at the Re- 
publican Governors Conference 
in French Lick, Ind., last week. 


He already had written Dole 


asking that governors be as- 
signed two key positions at the 
national convention, and that 
they participate in the presi- 
dential campaign organization, 
particularly in their own states. 


Dole said the Committee for 


the Re-election of the Presi- 
dent, which will become the 
Nixon campaign

Accident Rate Reveals 
Home Not as Safe as 
Most People Think

NEW YORK (AP) — Thongs 


a columnist might never know 
if he didn't open his mail: 


Home isn't as safe as most 


people think it is. Nearly one of 
every four fatal accidents occurs 
there. 


Surgery is much more popu- 


lar in America than in Britain, 
where its employment is far 
more restricted. 
There 
are 


some 19 million operations a 
year in this country now, or 
one for every 11 people. 


Red has been used as a sym- 


bol of danger for so long that 
many people no longer react to 
it. Some color experts believe 
that it should be replaced as a 
warning 
signal 
by 
yellow, 


which is highly visible in all 
kinds of weather. Because of 
this superior visibility, the Ger- 
man army used black and yel- 
low road signs during the sec- 
ond world war. 


One of the most weatherproof 


animals in the world is the 
Yak, the ox of the Himalaya 
mountains. Protected by thick 
hair and layers of fat, yaks are 
practically impervious to bliz- 
zards. They are so insulated 
against cold that they some- 
times suffer heat prostration 
when brought below an altitude 
of 11,500 feet. Their tails are of- 
ten used by Indian princes as 
Qy whisks or badges of office. 


Safety belts are now avail- 


able for about four out of five 
auto passengers, but a recent 
study of accidents involving 13,- 
000 people found that only 20 
per cent of them were wearing 
any kind of seat belt.
